"Verily there is oothiug more appall- 
ing than pestilence, nothing that shows 
more forcibly the frail tenure of human 
life, and nothing which brings out in 
such bold relief tbc noblest feelings of 
the better class of men and the hard- 
hearted selfisbuess of others." 

Some idea of ^the terrible fatality of 
the epidemic may be gathered in this ex 
tract : 

"At the commencement of the present 
year our population was a little over 
180,000 souls; of these about two thirds 
fled duriug the epidemic, more than 20,- 
000 others perished, and at one period, 
while there hardly remained 40,000 poo- 
pie in the town, the number of sick ex- 
ceeded 7,000, and tbe mortality ranged 
from 400 to 600 per day — more than 1 
per cent, of tbe inhabitants." 

Mr. Ash devotes a chapter to the origin 
and causes of the plague. Its perusal 
iucliues one to wonder not only at tbe 
long delay in the terrible visitation, but 
that tbe mortality did not reach the limit 
of complete extermination. Thecity.it 
appears, was reeking with filth ; the 
stench when the wind blew from the 
south occasioned vomiting ; and the 
effluvia from the "vasura," or stuff from 
the scavenger's cart, causing the whole 
city to steam like a dunghill whenever a 
hot sun came after a fall of rain. While 
the city was thus fermenting and steam- 
ing "the water of the river Plate was so 
poisoned by the liquid from the Riach- 
uelo that the dead fish covered tbe road- 
side and river as high as Palermo; yet 
this same water was what the citizens of 
Buenos Ayres had to drink." Add to

H. Williams of Edgefield, or, as be is 
professionally known, Professor Webster, 
under which title, during tbe fairs of laBt 
year, he made some 

8KVENTIXN AERIAL V0TAOE8, 

All of which, save one at Union City, 
proved successful. At that place the top 
of the balloon was burned, and its place 
was supplied by a new piece of uovar 
nisbed canvas. When tbe ascent bad I 
been made and tha balloon was sinking 
toward the earth, he saw that he waa 
about to strike a hickory trea, and to 
avoid being dragged or hurt he 

LEAPED TROM THE BASKET 
Into the limbs, falling through tbe 
branches some five or six feet before he 
finally succeeded in making a lodgment. 
This balloon, which is but a mere piece 
of patch work, weighing 666 pounds, 
and measuring 115 fuet in height and 
125 feet in ciroumferenoe, was used Sun- 
day afternoon. 

SUNDAY'S ASCENSION. 

By 5 o'clock in the afternoon tbe Hor- 
ticultural gardens were filled by a large 
assemblage, numbering from a thousand 
to fifteen hundred, with probably about 
five hundred outside tbe enolosore. As 
preparations to fill tbe balloon with heat- 
ed air commeuced, the crowd became 
considerably excited, and awaited the as- 
censiou with no little impatience. Mean- 
while tbc mouth of the balloon was put 
over a kind of chimney to a furnace, and 
a fire kindled. As the heated air began 
to innate the balloon, 

LITTLE STBKAM8 OF SMOKE 

Issued out the unvarnished piece of can- 
vas and jets spurted from divera little 
holes in the middle portion. Mr. Wil- 
liams, before entering the basket, a rath- 
er weak and dangerous lookiug concern, 
attached to the hoop of tbe balloon by 
mcaus of small cords about tho aize of 
one's little finger, trimmed down the up- 
per portion, tho top rim appearing to be 
somewhat insecure.

Shortly after six o'clock tbe huge 
air-?bip was released from its moorings, 
and shot up into the air about the dts 
tanee of 100 feet. It was driven west- 
ward, rising, probably, to the altitude of 
150 to 175 feet. Just before reachiup

BEOAN RAPIDLT TO DESCEND 
Toward the smoke stack of the manufac- 
ry, which is 125 feet in height. As the

But he did not receive a 
scratch during tbe whole perilous episode.

HOW IT LOOKED FROU TUE CAFITOL. 

The view from the north terrace of 
tbe capitol waa very fine. About a hun- 
dred spectators had collected there, iu 
eluding quite a number of ladies and lit. 
tie children. After patiently watching 
tbccluster of trees which marked tho lo- 
cation of tbe HortioBlral gardens in tb» 
plain below, for about two hours with 
telescopes and field glaases, thc Hercules 
was seen to swell up above the green tree 
tops like a great white blister, swayiog 
about by thc current of wind, while be 
iug inflated.

The weight of the 
balloon was theu pulling me up tbe stack. 
I seized one of the oords leading from 
the basket to tbe hoop of tbe balloon, 
and determining to risk my life upon it, 
pulled myself up to the top of tho stack, 
using my feet at the same time on the 
iron cap, which is about seven feet in 
height. As I reached the Bummit, the 
weight of the balloon commenced pulling 
down heavily against my own, which is 
about 140 pounds. Catching hold of tbe 
rim of tbc stack 

WITH A FIRM ORA8P 
With one hand, I trapped one of tbe 
small cords around one of tbe nuts of 
which there were a good nfany, when the 
swinging of the balloon broke it.

If I had not been a tolerable gymnast 
and had not bad on my professional 
tights and slippers, I could never have 
attained tbe top.

THROUGH MORE SOOT AND DIRT 
Than I ever care to encounter again. It 
seemed that it required ton minutes for 
me to get to tbe bottom. After I had 
gotten over half way down I waa oeca* 
tionly threatened with suffocation and 
was fearf ul that I bad not yet escaped 
the perils of the journey. When I reach- 
ed the bottom I was covered with layers
